With devout thankfulness to Almighty God-, whose we arc 
and whom we serve, we rejoice to report that the present session 
opened last October with the health record in New Orleans the 
best of any great city in the country and with marked evidences 
of increased prosperity in all the Southern States . As a result 
the enrollment was twenty-five per cent in advance of the pro- 
ceeding year and it has steadily increased until it now reaches 
484. The school-rooms are crowded and the need of the new 
building is imperative. It will be a necessity that some f corns at 
least, are ready for use by the opening of another session. It is 
hoped that the Twentieth Century Thank Offering Celebra- 
tion in the bounds of the Conference may result in such liberal 
giving as shall enable the Trustees to go on with the work'. 

College of Liberal Arts. 

The largest class ever sent out with the honors of the College 
department graduated at the last Cornmemcement, Mathew S 
Davage, Peter J. Manacle, Bertha Kelso, Nellie V. Landry and 
LiattaC. Marshall, having completed the Classical Com-'- re 
ceived the degree of A. .

schools and P. J Manade, as a mechanic.

Four young ladies received diplomas, viz: Viola C. Hurst, Cor- 
delia A. Mathews, Victoria Schwing and Mattie A. Wether spoon. 
These are all teaching and are receiving high commendation for 
their successful work- The course has been lengthened one year 
to give time for some additional studies and to lighten the heavy 
work of the three years. 

English Course. 

The work of the English Course is being made more thorough 
every year and thus a higher standard of scholarship is being 
reached.

Musi c Departm ent . 

Prof. H. Weber is still at the head of this department and so 
popular has it become that it has been necessary to employ an as- 
sistant and also to turn over the Organ work to Prof. A. R. Ad- 
kinson. Miss Mary O. Simrns also assists in the organ teaching 
so that the very best facilities are afforded to all. 

Medical College. 

The enrollment is thirty-two and the work done increasingly, 
thorough and more satisfactory , The attendance of the stu- 
dents is more regular and with increasing prosperity in all 
financial interests, it is hoped the next session may witness a 
large increase. 

Hospital and Nurse Training School. 

Through the indefatigable efforts of Bishop W. F. Mallalien 
the last payment has been made on the Hospital building and an 
endowment fund of $81,000.00 secured. About $1000.00 will 
now be spent in repairs and improvements and the very best 
skill and care will be given to the sick and suffering among the 
people. We recommend that all the members of this Conference 
speak to their congregations about the advantages of this 
Hospital. 
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Four resident Nurse are in the Training Class and are being 
carefully trained for their work, while six are taking the regular 
course of lectures and assisting as needed in the hospital.

Gilbert Industrial College. 

Twenty-eight years ago the senate and House of Representa- 
tives, State of Louisiana, passed an act which granted the New 
Orleans University its Charter. The letter and spirit of that act 
was that our educational work in Louisiana should all be estab- 
lished and fostered under the one great head. In accordance 
therewith, the Board of Trustees, presided over by the Rev Ste- 
phen Duncan, with Rev, J. F. Marshall, secretary, thought it 
proper, after mature deliberations, to reorganize and make such 
changes in the work of the school and its management as to make 
it conform to the intentions of the Charter; increase its efficiency 
and make its operation so as to reach the real needs of the stu- 
dents in search of a substantial course in literature and science 
thus laying a foundation for the proper Industrial training of our 
young people. 

This action on the part of the Board of Trustees of the \cw 
Orleans University was confirmed by the Board in Cincinnati and 
and it is gratifying to report that under the new management 
the school has entered the field of competition to stay, and with 
its possibilities, the most satisfactory results may be looked 
for. 

Location. 

This school is situated near Baldwin, La., in the village of 
Winsted, Parish of St. Mary on the banks of the beautiful Tec-he 
m one of the most healthy and fertile sugar and fruit growing 
regions in Louisiana, easy of access both by water and the South- 
ern Pacific R. R., with a boarding and dormitory capacity of 
from 70 to 80 students with the possibilities to provide accommo- 
dation for the students by the hundreds. 
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The Internal and Material needs of the School, are 

First — All the fences on the premises are to be rebuilt, so 
that the cattle may be confined to the proper places, and the 
cultivation of a garden be undisturbed by said cattle . 

Second — Provision made for hog-raising, an industry that 
will supply the school with pork, which can easily be done. 

Third — A henery of poultry is an immediate need. 

Fourth — All the buildings should, as soon as possible, under- 
go general rermirs, painting and refitting. The valley gutters on 
both the Gilbert and Smith Halls ought to be changed, to hang- 
gutters as a remedy to the cause of present troubles. All the old 
tin gutters w T hich have served their time, and are now worthless, 
should be replaced by Galvanized Iron gutters of approved 
quality „ 

Fifth — Mounted tanks, properly located, with attachments 
for use in case of fire, and mounted cisterns to produce pressure 
in the kitchen and bath rooms. 

Sixth — Such changes as will place the boys on the same side 
of the Campus with the Industrial Building and the girls in 
Smith Hall, which is now occupied by the boys, and that the said 
Smith Hall be so remodelled and improved, as to meet the needs of 
the change from boys to girls . 

Seventh — The refitting of the industrial department, with the 
necessary tools, the establishment of machine shops, fitted up 
with improved modern appliances, with a view to the proper 
training of students on industrial lines. 

To all of w T hieh and others within reach, we ask your ap- 
proval, and further, that a copy of this report be submitted to 
the Board of Trustees of the New Orleans University, for such 
action on their part, and the Board at Cincinnati may see fit to 
take.
